Tobacco sold splendidly during 
the past week at both the Farmers 
and Bur ley Tobacco wa rehouses. 
Prices on all grades continue to 
increase. Over a half million 
pounds changed hands at the two 
warehouses at prices ranging from 
4 to 44 cents nor pound. Tobacco 
seems to be selling equally as well 
here as any place in the State and 
the growers are highly pleased 
with the prices received.

ROOT COTTON FOUND IN ORIENT. 

An interesting new tropical prr-1- 
act it the "root cotton." described by 
S. Kusano, a Jananese botanist. It 
i» a n'brous covering of the roots of 
I Fagara integrifo'.iola, an abundanf 
i plant of the Philippines, and espe- 
jciallv of Botel Tobago, an island 
I near Formosa. The substance teeins 
to be a kind of cork tissue, resen - 
bling the ordinary cork "IcvelorKsl 
on the bark of tWM . The trbers. of 
light straw color and silky luster, 
are very fine. soft, ana weak, and are 
easily pulverized" to a waxy powder, 
They are less hyuroscopir than ordi- 
nary cotton, hawing rcnisrkable re- 
sistance t» wetting by water. In 
Botel Tobago the natives <ise the root 
cotton for diking boats, and in the 
Philippines it is employed for such 
purposes as stuffing pillows. Not 
least of th> advantages of this mate- 
rial as a po*«ib!c article of commerce 
i* the fact that it can be removed 
without injury to the roots, thus 
making cultivation simple.
